Shooting 
Rules Announced 


Following is a circular letter per- 
taining to pheasant shooting which 
has just been issued by the Prov- 
incial Fish and Game Commission- 
er, E. 8. Huestis: 

“For a number of years the policy 
of the department in connection 
with hen pheasants has tended to- 
wards education rather than pros- 
ecution. Hunters have been al- 
lowed to bring in any hen pheasant 
which they may have accidentally 
shot and deliver it to the nearest 
officers. Our experience with this 
policy has shown that a percentage 
of the hunters are taking advan- 
tage of keeping their hen pheas- 
ants separate from other birds and, 
if they meet an officer, they are 
turning them in, or otherwise, they 
take them home. 

This fall, for the first time in a 
number of years, it has been de- 
cided to allow pheasant shooting 
before ten o'clock in the morning 
conforming with the one-half hour 
before sunrise regulation on other 
birds. The reason for this change 
was to cut down on the number of 
cocks in order to have our birds in 
the proper sex ratio next spring. | 
The emphasis therefore is on cock! 
birds only. 

It has been decided that hunters 
who take hen pheasants during this| 
fall season will be subject to pros- 
ecution. The regulation forbidding 
the shooting of hen pheasants will 
be enforced rigidly.” 


WHEAT BOARD PAYMENTS 


Withm the next few months the 
Canadian Wheat Board will make 
payments to prairie grain produc- 
ers amounting to $100 million, ac- 
cording to Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe 
About $64 million of this amount 
will be an interim payment on the 
533 million bushels of wheat de- 
livered in the 1952-53 crop year 
The payment will be 12 cents a 
bushel. Since there was a large 
carryover of last year’s crop on July 


| 31. it is not expected that the final 


payment on wheat deliveries will be 
made until early in 1954. 

The 1952-53 oat and barley pools 
are being cleaned up but the final 
payments per bushel have not been 
announced. 

Wheat cheques will go out Oct. 
1, followed by oats and barley.

Don't make the same mistake. 

it you intend to butcher a beef and 
it has been pasturing on stinkweed- 
infested pasture, make sure that it 
is removed and and kept from that 
pasture for at least three to four 
weeks. It takes that long for the 
taint to completely disappear from 
the meat. By the same token, 
cattle going to market for slaughter 
should be treated similarly. If you 
don't like stinkweed taint, be very 
sure that no one else does either.

Producing Quality Honey: Al- 
berta is particularly favored for 
honey producing flora. All 
clgvers, alfalfa, fireweed and other 
wild flowers produce a high grade 
honey of delicate flavor. 

The nectar gathered from flow- 
ers is thin and will not keep unless 
ripened by the bees. In wet years, 
states W. G. le Maistre, provincial 
apiarist, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, the bees experience 
difficulty in doing this adequately. 
Warm air currents are fanned over 
the unripe honey; when these air 
currents are of dry air the honey is 
quickly ripened, but when there is 
high humidity this process takes 
much longer. 

Beekeepers should delay extract- 
ing the honey until the water con- 
tent has been reduced below 17.8 
pe cent. All honey with less than 
this amount of moisture is grade 
| one and will keep well. Where the 
moisture content seems higher the 
honey does not keep so well.
